The story of conspiracy prub- 
ably grows out of the fact that certain workmen 
were paid ap award for revealing their knowledge 
of the error that led to the appearance of rejected 
plates where they did not belong. It is stated that 
neither Mr. Carnegie nor Mr. Frick, nor any one in 
bigh authority at the works, was cognizant of the 
substitution of plates inferior to tae test plates, but 
it was suggested that the substitution was made by 
some foreman or other person having an interest in 
showing a greater percentage of excellence in his 
work than the facts warranted.

Tue Engineer of Feb. 16 publishes a cut of the 
Japanese protected cruiser taken from an instan- 
taneous photograph, showing her running at her top 
speed, 23 knots. 

ADMIRAL Morty, the [talian Naval Minister, pro- 
pores to transfer the Naval Academy into an insti- 
tution for imparting the higher and ecientific train- 
ing for naval officers. 

Two more of the latest type of Hritish torpedo 
gunboat, an improvement on the Niger clas:, bave 
been put into the water and are to be completed be- 
fore the end of the financial year. . 

THe torpedo boat Hricsson is wellon toward com- 
pletion and will take her first cruise on the Mississ 
ippi River as soon as the water is high enough and 
danger from ice has passed away. 

THE report on the trials of the new torpedo Brit- 
ish destrover Hornet, shows that the vessei’s speed 
exceeded 28 knots an hour. The buildersclaim that 
she is the swiftest vessel in the world, 

THE Machias was placed out of commission last 
Saturday at the Brooklyn Navy-yard, where she 
and the Castine will be lengthened 14 feet.

The veasel is to be 390 ft. in 
length, 75 ft. in breadth, with a displacement of 
14,600 tons, and engines of 12,000 horse power. 

THe final weight sheets of the machinery and 
boilers of the Montgomery were received from the 
inspector on Friday of last week and the ship sailed 
for Norfolk Tuesduy last, and will be fitted for sea 
as fastas the low stageof funds at that yard will 
permit. 

As A reeuit of the court-martia! in the case of the 
loss of the Russian warsnip Roosallka io the Baltic 
in September last, Admiral Bouratchek was repri- 
manded by the court, and Capt. Louschkoff was de- 
prived of all further command of vessels of war.

Tue U. 8. battleship Indiana left the yard of 
Messrs. Cramps, Philadelphia, on March 6, for her 
preliminary trial trip off the Capes of Delaware over 
a course a little over pine miles. A despatch of 
March 7 states that the battleship Indiana returned 
to Breakwater late on the afternoon of the above 
date after a most successful preliminary trial. Lt is 
stated three trips were made over thecourse. The 
first, under natural draft, was accomplished at a 
speed of 14 1-10 knots; the second, under half-forced 
draft, a trifie less than 15 knots, and the third, un- 
der forced draft, at 15 35-100 knots. The engines 
which, it is said, behaved splendidly, reached a 
maximum velocity of 128 revolutions a minute, the 
average under forced draft being 122.

Toe out'ook for the coming year of 1894 is very 
brigbt, and the Magnolia Metal Company antici- 
nates en increase of at least 50 percept. over the 
year 1893. 


In a lecture at the military casino in Vienna, Col. 
Tilecbhkert, of the staff of the Austrian Engineers. 
drew attention to the forged armor plates produced 
in American foundries, where a pressure of from 
seven to fourteen million kilogrammes was obtained, 
#a compared witb the five million kilogrammes of 
Krupp, and the two million of Witkowitz. The 
American hammer, in the Bethlehem works, hada 
force of 127 tons, while those in European foun- 
dries reacbed only fifty to eighty tons. Referring 
to the alloys of steel, Col. Tilschkert said that the 
one formed by an addition of nickel was the best 
now known. These nickel steel plates were either 
bom ogeneous, or had the surface hardened by the 
Harvey proc: se, aod both, he said, gave equally 
good reeulte. The important advance made through 
the use of this alloy wasievidenced by the fact thata 
plate of nickel steel had a power of resistance equal 
to that of a plate of welded irou of doubleits 
thickness. He cons:dered that the Tressider meth- 
od, by which compound plates were bardened in a 
manner somewhat similar to the Harvey plates, 
would probably prove valuable. The hardening 
process could also be employed in the preparation 
of cast-iron turrets and would largely increase their 
power of resictance. 


Aluminum is the metal from which all the light 
accoutrements of the United States soldier will prob- 
ably be manufactured in the future. Tests of articles 
made of this metal have been going on for years 
past, but in only one instance up to the present time 
have they been successful. And that is in the case 
of a buckle and belt plate. The Pittsburg Reduc 
tion Company some time ago furnished the Ordnance 
Department with ten belts, the plates and buckles 
of which were mace of aluminum, and asked that a 
fair test be given them. A squad of soldiers at Fort 
Niobrara were supplied witb them and directed to 
wear them. The captain of this command bas just 
made bis report to the Ordnance Bureau of the War 
Department. The report states that they are in 
every way more desirable than the plates and buckles 
now ip use. “Itis a better looking plate than the 
brass plate,” the report states, *‘and as far as tested 
seems to be strong and durable. It does not tarnish 
As quickly, Dor does it require as much polishing, It 


stands just as much polishing as brass and is lighter 
by far than the ones now worn. They were wornio 
all kinds of weather and given a thorough test, 
pore to be very satisfactory in every respect.”’ 
he Pittsburg Reduction Company intends to furnish 
the War Department with some canteens, cups and 
meat cans made of aluminun, with a view to having 
them given a thorough test. About a year ago 
several tests of these articles manufactured from 
this metal were conducted, but owing to the fact 
that solder was used in their composition it was 
deemed best for the safety of the soldiers not to ac- 
cept them. The company believes that it has now 
surmounted this difficulty and tbhatall that is neces- 
sary for them to reeceivea contract for their manu- 
facture is for the Government to give them a 
thorough trial. Should these articles prove satis 
factory it is the intention of the officials of the De- 
partment to supply all the commands with them. 





A pew undress sword belt, the invention of Capt. 
Constantine Chase, 4th Art., has been received at 
Fort Leavenworth for trial. As the new officers’ 
blouses require the belt to be worn underneatP, the 
old belts are practically useless. 





An experimental test of the first Harveyized 
armor turned out by the Carnegie Company is to 
take place at the Iodian Head Proving Grounds 
either Saturday or Monday. The Carnegie Com- 
pany bas recently completed a new furnace at its 
works and asked the government to test the H a- 
veyized plates it manufactured. To this the Secre 
tary of the Navy agreed and accordirgly the com- 
pany has shipped to the proving grounds two 
plates. These plates are ten inches in thickness. 
They will be attacked by an eight-inch gun first 
and afterwards by a ten-inch gun. Two lots of 
projectiles will be used, one of the Carpenter type 
and tbe other will be of cast steel, furnished by a 
firm of Spuyten Duyvil, N. Y¥. Ordnance officials 
take a great dead of interest in the test, not only 
because it will give an idea of the character of the 
Harveyized armor turned out by this firm, but be- 
cause it wi!l also afford an opportunity for obtain- 
ing a comparison between the forged shell and the 
cast shell.

SECRETARY HERBERT'S NAVY BILL. 


A BILL to reorganize and increase the efficiency of the 
personce!l of the line of the Navy. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United Statesof America in Congress assembled, Tnat 
the xctive list of the line of the Navy shal! consist of 20 
rear admirels, 60 captiins, 100 commanders, 74 lieutenant- 
commanders, 250 lieutenants, 75 lieutenants of the junior 
grade,and the number of ensigns sufficient to maintain 
the total number ot officers of the active list of the line, 
including the officers appointed from the volunteer ser- 
vice, as now fixed by law: Provided, That the officers now 
on the active list of the line of the Navy, who were ap- 
pointea frem the v' lunteer service, shell continue on the 
active list in addition to the numbers stated for the grades 
in which they now are or to which they may be promoted 
uotil removed from the active list by casualty or process 
of law pow in force; that they shall not be subj°ct to the 
involuntary retirement provided for in section four of this 
Act,and upon reaching the head of any grade they shal!, 
after passing the examinations now required by law, be 
elivible to promotion to the next higher grade,and that 
the pumbers in the grades occupied and vacated by such 
promotions shali not be filed: Provided further, That the 
removal from the active list of suco officers pursuant to 
process of law now in force shali create vacancies in the 
totsl number of officers which shai! be filled by promo- 
tions to the grade of ensign; and on the first day of each 
July a sufficient number of graduates of tne Naval Acad- 
emy to fili the vacancies in the total number of officers he 
commissioned as ensigne, provided that not more than 35 
beso commissioned in any one year. 

SEC 2. That the graie of commodore is hereby abolished 
frm the active list of the Navy. Officers now on the ac- 
tive listand entitled tothe relative rank of commod re 
ebail bave the relutive rank of rear admiral, and those en- 
titled to retire with the relative rank of commodore shail 
retire with the ralative rank of rear admiral: Provide, 
That notbing in this Act shall be construed to increase the 
pay of officers now bolding the relative rank of commo- 
dore who shail bereufter receive the shore pay of rear ad. 
miral: And provided further, That nothing in this Ac 
shall be coastrued to affect the pay and status of officers 
now op the retired list. 

Sec.3. That officers of the line of the Navy appointed 
from the volunteer service may, upon Official application 
to the Secretary of the Navy, be placed upon the retired 
list with the rank and 76 per centum of the sei pay of the 
grade they hold, and other officers of the line in the grades 
of captair, commander,and lieutensnt-.commander, after 
thirtv years of service on the active list, may, by Offizial 
application to the Secretury of the Navy, be considere { as 
applicants for voluntary re‘irement. 

Src. 4. That, shouidit be found that the vacancies from 
casuxlties and retirements pursuant to the processes of law 
now in force wil! be insufficient to provide for as many as 
sixteen promotions to the grade of commander, and as 
many as pDineteen to the grade of lieutenant-commander 
during apy fiscal year, applicants for voluntary retirement 
shall be retired in such order asthe President may direct 
to create the stated number of vacancies. Shou!d the 
number of svplicants so retired be insufficient, the Secre- 
tary of the Navy shall, on or about the first day of Juneof 
the same year, convene a board of not less than five rear 
admirals, who shall have placed before them all the rec- 
ords of the Department relating to the qualifications of 
ell officers on the active lisc in the grades of captain. com- 
mander, and lieute»ant-commander, and this board, con- 
sidering only the efficiency of the naval service, sbal!, on 
or before the thirtieth day of the said month, recommend 
a sufficient number of officers of said grades to be retired 
to create the number of vacancies required: Provided, 
That not more than four captains and cummanders oor 
more than three lieutenant commanders be thus se- 
lected for retirement in any one year. The officers $> se- 
lected,and those taken from the applicants for voluntary 
retirement, shall be retired under provisions similar to 
those now in force for retirement by reason of age, and 
these retirements and promotions to fill the vacancies 
thus caused shail date from the thirtieth day of June ot tbe 
same year. 

Sec.5 That nothing in this Act shall be construe? to 
anoul the existing requirements for examination previous 
to promotion to the next higher grade, and, upon such ex- 
amination, officers found unfit professionally or deficient in 
the officer-like qualities required for the next higher 
grade, shall be retired with tne rank and one-half of the 
sea pay of the grade they then hold: Provided, That offi- 
cers found unqualified by reasen of misc »nduct shall be 
dismissed without pay, as now required by liw.

FOREIGN ITEMS. 


A REORGANIZATION of the staff of the Roumanian 
Army led to wholesale resignations, but many of 
them were eubsequently withdrawn. 

THE Russians are about to assemble a committee 
at St. Petersburg to consider the future railway de- 
velopment of their Central Asia (and other Asiatic) 
possessions. 

In the blundering attack upon an English camp 
by a French force, which cost the officer command- 
ing the French his life, the attacking party pum- 
bered only 30 men toa force of 400 English. This 
precludes the suggestion of design. 

THE Emperor William, of Germany, has an- 
pounced his intention of erecting a memorial tablet 
in the garrison church at Riel to the 43 victims of 
the Brandenburg disaster. The fastening of the 
throttle-valve broke and high pressure steam at a 
temperature of 350 deg. Farenheit was forced into 
the engine rooms, scalding to death all who were 
there. The engines, which had developed 10,000 
b. p., showed only 7,000 at the time. 

Sir CHaRLes DiLKe, Lieut.-Gen. Sir George 
Cheeney, Hugh Arnold Forster and Chas. Speocer, 
all members of the House of Commons, have united 
in a letter published in the London papers urging 
that the War and Admiralty Offices be combined in 
a Ministry of [Imperial Defences, which shall com: 
mand the services of responsible members of the 
army and navy. Copies of it were sent to Mr. 
Gladstone, Lord Salisbury, the Duke of Devon- 
shire, Arthur J. Balfour and Joseph Chamberlain. 
Mr. Balfour, in a diplomatic reply to the letter, ad- 
mits that the existing system is imperfect, and that 
the reform suggested is likely to attract the consid- 
ation of thenation. Mr. Chamberlain says that he 
is favorably inclined to the main principles of the 
reform. 

Descrisine the second forcing of the bar at Rio, 
Jan. 12, a correspondent of the London Times says: 
“Notasingle shell touched thesbip when passing 
these forts, but twenty minutes Jater, when opposite 
Nietheroy, a4 inch Whitworth shell from the bar- 
tery known as Sao Joaode Baptista struck some 
light gear on the upper deck and a sailor was 
slightly wounded by a ; again, a few minutes 
afterwards, a 6-inch hitworth shell from the 
Government battery at the Armacao also struck the 
upper deck and penetrated into the ward room, 
slightly wounding another man; these two were the 
only casualties. I boarded the ship two hours after 
her arrival and had along chat with Capt. Alex- 
andrino de Alencar, who commands her. He states 
that either a torpedo orasubmariue mine was ex- 
ploded about a hundred yards from the Agquidaban, 
when she was abreast of Fort Lage, and that a 
column of water rose into the air to a height of 
some twenty metres, but that he felt no shock from 
the explosion. I found the Aquidaban looking in 
much better trim than when sne left here on Nov. 
30; she is clean and shipshape, all the officers and 
men are in good spirits, and ready to go into a 
hard fight at any moment.” The Aquidaban in 
passing fired two broadsides and kept upa con- 
tinuous heavy fire of machine and quick-firing guns, 
but the amount of damage is not reported. 








Tue Brooklyn Eagle reports that Jobo Gillies, 
contractor for building the new dry dock at the 
Brooklyn Navy-yard, bas been notified by the 
Navy Department that before the end of the pres 
ent month he will have to show cause why the con- 
tract now held by him to build the new dry dock at 
the Navy-yard sbould not be annulled. When Gil- 
lies was awarded the contract, 8 special agreement 
was made with him to the effect that if his work 
was not satisfactory, the Department might annul 
the contract after giving him 30 days’ notice in 
which to appear before the Secretary and make an

PROGRESS OF NEW ARMY POSTS. 


_ ACCORDING to the reports of the officers supervis- 
ing the erection of the new Army postsin various 
sections of the country good progress is being made 
in the work. With the exception perhaps of the 
proposed structures at Helena, Montana, and Little 
Rock, Arkansas, contour maps of which have just 
been completed, all of the new forts have their 
foundations laid, and many of them are very near 
completion. Capt. George E. Pond, in charge of 
tbe work ov Fort Plattsburg, Platteburg, N. Y., 
states that buildings are being erected for eight com- 
panies of (nfantry. One of the barracks for four 
com panies is expected to be finished by June 1, as is 
also the mess hall. The other barrack building is 
not so far advanced, its foundation having only re 
cently been laid. The fourteen sets of officers’ 
quarters will be entirely completed by Junel. The 
guard house was finished some time ago as was also 
the roads, walke, water supply system, sewage 
system and the Service drainage pipes. The post 
will be ready for four companies by Junel, and 
four more by the fall. 

Equal progress is reported by Oapt. Guy Howard 
on the nost in course of construction at Fort Etban 
Allen, Vt. He predicts that the barrack buildings 
will be completed by Jun» 1, as willalso the eight 
sets of officers’ quarters, the four sets of non-com. 
staff officers’ quarters, the hospital and the 
guard house. Two of the four Cavalry stables are 
e4pected to be ready by June 1, and the others a 
few months thereafter. Nearly all of the other 
buildings, including the bake house, the quarter- 
master’s storehouse, the quartermaster’s stables and 
the blacksmith’s shop, be believes will be finished 
about the same time. The water supply system is 
already in excellent shape with the exception of 
the wells and the pumping station. Not much work 
is required on these, howeyer, and little difficulty 
he reports will be experienced in getting them 
ready befere the post is occupied. 

The buildings in course of erection at Fort Crook, 
Neb., are beginning to take shape, and they will 
probably be ready for a garrison by next fall. Four 
companies will be stationed at this post, The mess 
building 18 well advanced considering the sbort 
amount of time which has beer devoted to it: The 
twelve sets of officers quarters are about finished. 
The guard nouse, storehouse, quartermaster’s stables 
and coal house are in the same advanced stage. Six 
sets of non-commissioned staff officers’ quarters are 
finished to the line of the tirst floor. Major Charles 
F. Humpbrey is in charge of the work oa this post 
= he is doing all in bis power to push the work 
along. 

There is a good deal of work going on at old Fort 
Thomas these days. Additions are being made to 
this post under the supervision of Lt. R. b. Turner, 
Accomodations are being made for two additional 
companies, which will be assigned to this fort when 
their quarters are finished. This is expected to take 
place next fall. At the present time, according to 
Lieut. Turn-r’s reporte, {tbe four sets of officers’ 
quarters and the double barrack building are about 
one-third completed. 

Additions ure also being made to Fort Logan,‘Colo. 
It is the intention of the War Department to pro- 
vide eufficient quarters at this post fortwo more 
companies of Infantry and two of Cavalry. Tothis 
end there are in course of construction two double 
sets of officers quarters and one double barrack 
building. Oaly the walls of these structures are up. 

The contour map of the site of the proposed fort 
at Helena, Montana, having been made, prepara- 
tions are already under way atthe War Department 
for the constrnetion of the buildings at this post 
nextspring. The Little Rock, Ark., post has also 
been surveyed and reported upon, and au officer 
will soon be assigned to supervise the work of the 
construction of its buildings. 








PHILIP KEARNY. 


(From a personal tribute by Philippe, Comte de Paris, in 
the March Century.) 


Ir was with Kearny that I found myself most at 
bome. He it was who could speak to meof the 
French army in Algeria in 1840, and of the memories 
left by my family in that country. He did so in 
terms which deeply touched the heart of the exile, 
the son of the Ducd’Orleans. Kearny had partici- 
pated in one of those campaigns on African ground 
which brought out strongly the merits of the Frenoh 
soldier. Hehad also associated himself with the 
triumphs of France in the Italian campaign of 1859. 
His glorious wound, received at Churubusco, was 
doubtless bis best letter of introduction to one of 
the chiefs of the Army, Baraguey d’Hilliers, who, 
like him, bad lost an arm on the battle-field; and by 
whose side Kearny had the good fortune to ~~ at 
the glorious combat of Melegnano. It was by learn- 
ing his profession under the enemy’s fire, among 
the Atlas Mountains and on the classic ground of 
the great European wars, that Kearny prepared 
himself to serve the Federal flag in the struggle 
which came to rend the Union in 1861. 

One who saw Philip Kearny recognized in him 
the typical soldier. As early as 1849 the young and 
brilliant cavalry officer had lost his left arm before 
one of the gates of Mexico atthe battle of Oburu- 
busco. Hisinfirmity did not prevent him from al- 
ways mounting the most vigorous-looking horses, 
whioh he controlled on the march with rare elegance 
holding in bis only hand bis reins and bis naked 
sword. A head, the picture of energy, framed b 
the cape which almost invariably hung about his 
shoulders, a strongly marked nose, aud a piercing 
eye, gave bim the look of an eagle. His ebrupt 
spesch and his imperious manner denoted a proud 

isposition, and a character incapable of flattery or 
of dissimulation. But though at first his manner 
was not always fitted to attract, one soon learned to 
appreciate the noble qualities of his heart, the firm- 
ness of his will, the acouracy of his judgment, the 
truthfulness and grandeur of hissoul. This man, 
apparently so nervous, was calmness itselfin the 
presence of the enemy. His unerring eye,bis prompt 
decision, his clear and concise orders, at once re- 
vealed in bim the true warrior. He inspired an un- 
bounded confidence in all those who had once been 
under fire with him. If he did not spare bis soldiers 
at the decisive moment, he spared himself still lesa, 
and by his example obtained from bis followers 
truly beroio efforts, 
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On March 5 Second Comptroller Mansur gave 
an opinion ‘‘in the matter of the long and short 
haul, under section four, Interstate Oommerce 
Law, as applicable to Government freights.” It 
was preceded by a consultation with the Second, 
Third and Fourth Auditors, with divers old em- 
ployees of the Bureau who listened to elaborate ar- 
guments on behalf of the various continental rail- 
roads, and toa brief filed by Mr. Evarts. The 
general conclusion of the Comptroller is as fol- 
lows : 

‘*Congress having created a special tribunal 
whose purposes and objects are the enforcement of 
the Interstate Commerce Law, to the end that fair 
and reasonable rates may be secured for all ship- 
pers without discrimination; it results logically 
that in the absence of a special agreement between 
the Government and the common carrier, the Gov- 
ernment ought to submit to tke rates established 
by the common carrier under a law of the Govern 
ment’s promulgation, so long at least as the ac- 
counting officers are unable to show that the classi- 
fied rates in said schedule are not fair and reason- 
able, and to pay on all ordinary freights trans 
ported by the common carriers of the country, the 
same rates paid by individual shippers for the same 
class of goods, wares and merchandise. 

‘Tt follows from this, as a general rule, the 
schedules aad classifications of freights, establish- 
ed for individuals, will be honored by the account- 
ing officers, and the same rate paid for G>vern- 
ment freight as is paid by the individual. When, 
however, aclass of freights entirely exceptional in 
character, and of which the Government can only 
be a shipper, such as great cannon, armor plates, 
caissons, and other abnormal products, shall be ar- 
bitrarily cla:sed and scheduled by the common car- 
rier at some exceedingly high rate of carriage, the 
Comptroller will not feel himself obliged to honor 
and respect such classification. Shipments of the 
character last stated, may justly and fairly be oon- 
sidered exceptional, and the subject of a correct 
adjustment and settlement by the accounting offi- 





upon the loading, transportation and unloading of 
, Said exceptional freight.” 
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PROPOSED SYSTEM OF ARMY EDUCATION. 


AN interesting and valuable paper on the subject 
of Army education was read on the 29th of Janu- 
ary by Captain J. M. Burns, Seventeenth Infantry, 
before the lyceum at Fort D. A. Russell, Wyo. The 
author reviews the steps taken toward an im- 
proved system of education for enlisted men, com- 
mencing with the selection of text books by a board 
of officers convened at Washington thirteen years 
ago, and he holds that some vompetent, zealous 
officer should have been selected at that time as su- 
perintendent of Army schools. He says : ‘* I have 
frequently seen men forty or fifty years of age in a 
school room learning their letters. Those men 
were subject to ridieule by those a little farther ad- 
vanced, consequently the education of enlisted men 
progressed very slowly. In my judgment, aman who 
has passed twenty-five years should not be forced 
to attend school; he should have the opportunity to 
attend if he so desired.” * 

Still, Captain Burns argues that it is the inten- 
tion of the law that a portion of the time of en- 
listed men should be devoted to study, and that a 
bureau of education should be established by the 
War Department, a system adopted and an officer 
detailed to see that it is carried out. ‘* We should 
study,” he says, ‘‘how to make ourselves more 
useful to the Government and more popular with 
the people. The idea of making the Army an edu- 
cational institution #® gaining ground every day, 
and we might as well conclude to go along with 
the current cheerfully, as go with it we must, if 
we intend to retain the most honorable places in 
the Service.” 

This is a sensible conclusion. With the changing 
conditions of our Service the Army is, to a certain 
extent, on trial before the country, and every officer 
should make it a personal matter to consider how it 
can best justify itself to the American sense of 
utility. The arguments for its existence that ap- 
peal to a strictly military judgment do not, un- 
fortunately, bave the same weight with the country, 
and with the representatives of the people assem- 
bled apnually at Washington. The idle talk about 
the legislative anxiety to favor the Army deceives 
no one, not even those who hope to obtain favor 
with the Service by using it. The trend of popular 
statement, so far as it has any military direction 
whatever, seems to be just now toward a amili- 
tary education for the young. This is shown bythe 
discussion as to the introduction of military drill 
into our schools, and an interesting siga of the 
times is the frequent appearance of late at our 
office of bright faced school boys who are in search 
of the Army Drill Regulations. Some of the Sun- 
day schools are making use of military drill, and 
military ideas of organization, to secure the atten- 





cers, in view of all the circumstances attendant | 


tion of the youngsters, and they have met with 
great success, We have in mind a young Italian 
who has been by this means enticed from the,Oatho- 


, lic Church into a Baptist Sunday school battalion. 
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He has not abandoned his faith, and is not yet 
ready for the rite of immersion, but he has*been 
transformed into an enthusiastic young soldier. 
He has become, too, one of the most ardent of pa~ 
triots, and the Stars and Stripes are to him the 
most glorious of symbols. Education of this sort, 
if it should become universal, would ensure the per- 
petuity of our institutions, transforming us into a 
nation of patriots,and making the dilletante despiser 
of Americanism as odious as he is contemptible. 


Returning to Captain Burns’s paper we find bim 
saying: ‘‘What we needed, more than anything 
else, in 1861, was competent officers, and that is 
what we would need now, if a large volunteer force 
were called into active service, and my proposition 
is for the Army to supply this deficiency, by edu- 
cating young men for officers of the National Guard, 
avd for volunteers when called into service. In a 
few years the whole Guard should be officered by 
graduates from the Regular Army, and that organ- 
ization should depend entirely on us for its officers 
and instructors.” We fear that the National,Guard 
would be found disposed to reverse this, to the ex. 
tent of arguing that the Army should depend upon 
them for at least that portion of its commissioned 
force now obtained from civil life. 


As to Army instruction Captain Burrs proposes 
to double the school hours, extend the school term 
and require a certificate of proficiency from all can- 
didates for promotion to non-commissioned officers. 
He would compel all recruits to take a thorough 
course of instruction at schools to be established, 
say at Davids Island, Columbus Barracks, Jefferson 
Barracks and Fort Sheridan, keeping them there for 
two years before sending them to their stations, and 
making the term of enlistment five years. He 
would have the course assimilated to that of the 
Military Academy, and detail members of the Judge 
Advocate’s Department and the Medical Corps to 
give those who desire it special instruction in law 
and medicine, and even provide by a detail from the 
Army for a commercial training. After two years 
with their companies he would return those who 
could pass a proper examination to the training 
school from whence they come to complete their fifth 
year’s course, discharging the others, and giving 
those who complete their fifth year’s course credit- 
ably a diploma which would carry witb it the 
highest recommendations for honesty, sobriety and 
intelligence, all of which the business men of this 
country demand of their employees.” After once 
being discharged these men should not be eligible 
for re-enlistment, except for non commissioned 
officers, and in time of actual war. By this means 
there would be scattered throughout the country a 
large number of well educated men who would be 
available for officers of the National Gu:rd and for 
officers of volunteers in case they were called into 
service. 

According to the enthusiastic judgment of Cap 
tain Barns, ‘*the men at the training schools, as 
Well as those with regiments, would form a part of 
the enlisted strength of the Army, and would be 
subject to any and all duty in time of actual dan- 
ger. With such an opportunity for a good educa- 
tion in view thousands of the best young men in 
the country would seek admission. So popular 
would our Army become that student recruits 
would have to be selected by competitive examina- 
tions. The @ifferent States would in a short time 
demand that educational posts be established with- 
in their borders, and we would have thirty or forty 
elegant posts situated in civilized communities 
where it would be a pleasure for officers to serve. 
Guard houses and desertions would be things 
of the past, and it would be an honor to serve 
in the ranks of the American Army. * * 
By establishing such a system of education in the 
Army, we would, instead of commanding fours 
tight, and fours left all the rest of our lives, be 
giving each year three or four thousand young men 
a complete and generous education which would fit 
them to perform justly, skillfully, and magnani- 
mously all the offices, both private and ;ublic, of 
Peace and war.” 

The idea that the Army should exert itself to 
popularize military education is an excellent one, 
whatever difference of opinion there may be as to 
details. Discussion and inquiry will help us toa 





conclusion as to what is possible, and we must not 
forget that the crude ideas as to all matters mili- 
tary which prevail in this country will bave to be 
reckoned witb. 








NAVAL EDUCATION. 


Wir reference to our system of education for 
Naval apprentices, it is well to remember that the 
consensus of opinion on the other side of the water is 
opposed to their instruction in an academy on 
shore and in favor of having all naval training con- 
ducted afleat. The French, who have advanced 
ideas on the subject of naval education, and are 
recognized as an authority on the subject, still 
continue their naval school for officers, on board 
the Borda, at Brest, and they keep her moored in 
the stream; they will not permit her to be tied up 
toa wharf even. The English Naval School, as is 
well known, is on board the Britannia at Dart- 
mouth. ‘ Nauticus,” ina well considered article, in 
the February Number of the ‘“‘ New Review,” (Lon- 
don), scores the British Admiralty for retaining an 
obsolete system of educating young officers, and 
lays down a scheme for a higher course of instruc- 
tion by which far better results would be obtained 
than is now possible. Of this plan he says: ‘First 
year to be spent in the Britannia, as at present: 
second year to be spent in a modern battle ship, at- 
tached, as an annex, to the Britannia; third year 
to be spent ashore at the Royal Naval College.” 
From this it would appear that even in the most 
modern scheme of naval education the principle is 
adhered to of beginning ship life with life on board 
ship, instead of on shore. 

It is well to pause, therefore, before we reverse 
the traditional practice of our own Servic3 approved 
by that of foreign governments. It is true that 
what 1s referred to is the English and French sys 
tem of education for officers, but it would seem to 
be even more imperative to give young seamen a 
practical training aboard ship. 

Captain Mahan’s books, which are collections of 
his war college lectures, have directed attention in 
all nautical circles to the higb character of the in 
struction at Newport, and those who would discon- 
tinue the college have little appreciation of the 
work it has already done, and that it may continue 
to do under favoring circumstances. 

The French Chamber of Deputies on January 15 
passed a decree for the establishment ‘‘d’une ecole 
suy érieur de la marine,” and refers to our war col- 
lege, amung others, as a precedent; and ‘‘Nauticus” 
holds our system of naval education up to England 
asa good example to follow. One of the best re- 
views of Sea Power that has fallen under our 
notice is from the pen of this clever writer. It ap- 
peared in the Fortnightly Review for December last, 
under the title of ‘‘History snd Sea Power.” It is 
to be copied, together with an able editorial, from 
the London Times, on the same general lines, in the 
January number of the Proceedings of the U. 8S. 
Naval [ostitute. 

In Captain Pettit’s well considered plan, as given 
in our issue of January 20, he follows the precedent 
of the war college in the way of working out war 
problems, by the joint « fforts of the war col'ege class 
and the ships of the North Atlantic squadro:; and 
the Secretary of War advocates the establishment 
for the Army of just such an institation as we have 
in the college. 








PERSONNEL OF THE NAVY. 

Tue bill presented by the Secretary of the Navy 
for the approval of Congress was accompanied by a 
statement to the Joint Commission of the condition 
and necessities of the personnel of the Navy. A 
table accompanied the paper, and referring to thir, 
the Secretary said: ‘*It is seen that, while in 1894 
the age at reaching the grade of rear admiral is 
594 years, this age will increase until, in 1904, it 
will be 614 years, with only six months to serve be- 
fore retirement; in 1894 the age at reaching the 
grade of captain 1s 50 years, which increases till, in 
1904, it will be 58} years; in 1894 the age at reach- 
ing the grade of commander is 48 years, which in- 
creases till, in 1904, it will be 55% years. Hence, 
after ten years from the present time, the senior 
captain on the active list will, at the age of 603 


grade of commodore), have only six years’ experi- 
ence in the command grade, and it will be difficult 
to supply captains to command the large ships, now 
building, who have already commanded even a 
small ship duringa previous ordinary tour of sea 
duty.” ~ ‘ 

The reasons for this stagnation as given by the 
Secretary have already been sufficiently presented 
here. Contrasted with this we find in the Army 
and Navy Gazette the following statement of the 
ages of British Navy officers of corresponding rank:

It will be seen that unless a change is made the 
junior officers of our Navy in the several grades 
will be as old as the senior officers of the same 
grades in these foreign services. Accompanying 
this table 1s the following comparison of the ages of 
fourteen of Nelson’s captains who commanded 
battleships at Trafalgar, and those of fourteen cap- 
tains who were recently in command of the same 
number of armor-clad battleships: 


14 captains in command 14 captains in command 
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In both cases the flag captains are included, but 
it 1s to be remembered that when Trafalgar was 
fought, England had been virtually at war for 
twelve years, and some of the captains must have 
got their line of battleships at a much earlier age. 

The Secretary also presents the following com- 
parison of numbers and percentages 1n the grades 
of the line of the United States, English, and 
French Navies : 
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Secretary Herbert further says : 

‘*The increase of the pay of rear admiral, of 
which there are now six, over that of commodore 
is annually only $1,000. Fleet commanders in our 
service are obliged to entertain, out of their own 
pay, foreign officials, a heavy burden upon them. 
Under the existing laws commodores in command of 
squadrons have been given the rank of rear ad- 
miral to enable them to meet foreign flag officers 
on equal terms; and for several years past the De- 
partment has been obliged largely to thus employ 
them for want of rear admirals; it is unjast to im- 
pose upon them all the burdens of this rank without 
the corresponding pay. In other navies flag officers 
have. usually, in addition to their pay, a liberal al- - 
lowance for table expenses. In the English, for ex- 
ample, a commander-in chief on a home station is 
allowed about $5,300 a year, and on a foreign sta- 
tion about $8,000, for table money, in addition to 
his pay, and the extra allowances when in com- 
mand of the principal dockyards varies from $5,000 
to $9,000 annually. 

THe Oongressional joint sub-committee on the 
personnel of the Navy held their second meeting on 
last Saturday and listened to arguments by Admi- 
ral Walker, Captains Sampson and Phythian and 
Commander Bradford on the bill submitted by Sec- 
retary Herbert forthe reorganization of the line of 





the Navy. These officers gave the Secretary’s plan

He expressed 
himself in favor of going further ia the matter of 
selection than the Secretary proposed in his bill- 
The committee did not meet again during the pres- 
ent weck, but will meet some day nc xt week at the 
call-of the chairman, Senator Butler. At the next 
meeting the consideration of the reorganization of 
the liue will be continued, and at future meetings 
the question of the reorganization of the staff corps 
will come up. The committee do not propose to 
confine their attention to the commissioned officers 
of the Navy alone, but will take up the question of 
bettering theccndition of the enlisted men. They 
are determined to take rather radicil action in this 
direction. They will probably provide a retired 
list for the enlisted men of the Navy, such as that 
the enlisted men in the Army now enjoy, and 
they will attempt to make the condition and the 
prospects of the men such as to draw into the Ser- 
vice a superior class of men. It is proposed to 
make it possible for the enlisted men to reach the 
rank of commissioned officers so as to offer induce 
ments for some of the best educated and most pro- 
gressive young men of the country to enlist in the 
Navy. It is believed that the various reforms the 
committee have in view in regard to the enlisted 
men will result in solving the problem ot how to ins 
duce American sailors to enter the naval service. 





REPORTS are being circulated at the War Depart- 
ment tothe effect that Secretary Lamont is con- 
templating making a tour of the Western posts 
during the coming summer. The Secretary’s trip 
last year will be remembered. Through it he was 
enabled to get a sjlendid idea of our Army posts 
all over the West, and the personnel of the men 
garrisoning them. Whether he will make a trip 
this year or not is problematical, as it isstated that 
he has not seriously considered the matter. It is 
believed, however, that he will visit a number of 
the posts some time before the fall of the year. 








Tue Second Infantry, as heretofore stated in the 
JOURNAL, will be the first to receive the new arm, 
the Fourth Infantry will follow, and then a con- 
signment of the rifles wili be sent to the Seventeenth 
Infantry. Other regiments will be armed in ac 
cordance with their standing in rifle practice. An 
order to this effect has been prepared and only 
awaits the signature of Secretary Lamont. He will 
probably sign 1t when sufficient arms have been 
completed to equip a regiment. The Ordnance De. 
partment had expected a consignment of the arms 
before this, but for some reason there has been de- 
lay in their manufacture. Word that a large 
quantity of the rifles has been completed is ex- 
pected daily, and when they are finished Secretary 
Lamont’s order will go immediately into effect and 
the work of equipping the men will commence. 








THE question of the transfer of several of the 
regiments 1s now engrossing the attention of the 
Army Officials. Secretary Lamont, General Scho- 
field and Quartermaster General Batchelder held 
several consultations during the past week in refer- 
ence tothis matter. As a result of their delibera- 
tions General Batchelder was iustructed to prepare a 
statement showing the present condition of the 
transportation fund so as to give the Secretary and 
General Schofield some idea of the sum now availa- 
ble. G eneral Batchelder is now engaged on this wo:k 
and when it is completed and submitted to his su- 
periors several changes may then perhaps be order- 
ed. General Schofield states that while the matter 
is under consideration nothing definite has yet been 
decided. The matter had been discussed he said 
only in a general way and until it was learned the 
exact state of the transportation fund nothing 
would be done in regard to any changes in the sta- 
tions of the regiments. 








CAPTAIN F. N. Maung, late R. E , in anarticlein the 
Journal of the United Service Institution, on “The 
Rize, Decay, and Revival of the Prussian Cavalry,” 
combats the opinion that the day for cavalry 
actingiu mars has passed.

THE 19:h annual report of the New York Hospital 
Book and Newspaper Society shows that its good 
work of distributing reading matter continues to 
be vigorously carried on. For the year ending Nov. 
1, 1898, 6,792 books, 20,516 magaziner, and 62 254 other 
publications were sent to 168 public and private 
institutions. Besides this, 143,910 daily newspapers, 
left in boxes of the society, were delivered each day 
at the great inetitutions on the islands. The de- 
mand for carefully selected reading matter is con- 
tinually increasing, and the society is much in need 
of books, especially German and French publica- 
tions. These should be sent to the office of the so- 
ciety at the United Charities Building, corner of 
4th avenue and 22d street. Boxes for daily papers 
are located at the following places: Union League 
Club, Grand Central Station, Hanover Square Ele- 
vated Station, Vesey Street and Broadway, Staten 
Island Ferry, Rector Street Elevated Station, Ree- 
tor Street Bridge, Rector Street (West exit) Elevated 
Station, No. 25 Park Row, Liberty Street, 34th 
Street, Fulton and Wall Street Ferries.

A CHANGE has been ordered by Secretary Lamont 
in the management of the War Department Li- 
brary. An order has been issued by the Secretary 
directing “‘that until further orders the War 
Department Library will be under the supervision 
of the Chief Signal Officer. The chief significance 
of this change is that the Secretary is desirous of 
enlarging the scope of the library and to make it of 
use to the Army. .The purpose is to purchase books 
of 4 miiitary nature, and arrangements will be 
made whereby officers of the Army throughout the 
country will have access to professional books. 
While the shelves of the library contain at present 
some useful military publications they bear a large 
mass of miscellaneous literature which has no bear- 
ing whatever upon military subjects. The Secre- 
tary considers that he has already on hand a sufii- 
cient supply of novels and other books for the en- 
tertainment of the officers and clerks on duty at 
the Department and bas instructed Gen. Greely to 
purchase nothing hereafter except what pertains 
solely to military matters. lt is Gen.Greely’s purpose 
to give special facilities to officers on the frontier 
who may desire professional publications to enable 
them to keep up their military studies. As new ad- 
ditions are made to the library the titles of the new 
books will be published so that any one desiring to 
ayail himself of the works will be able to do so by 
simply communicating with the Department, 
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THE sixty-third anniversary of the birthday of 
General Philip Henry Sheridan, U. S. A., occurred 
March 6, an occasion which was duly remembered 
by many of his countrymen, and hig comrades, in 
the days gone by.

CaprTain A. C. SHARPE, U. 8. Army, Judge Advo-

to judge of the rank and file of our Army by count- 
ing the number of malcontents who annually aban- 
don its colors. If we read only the reports of 
Courtté-martial trials, discharges and desertions, we

RECENT DEATHS. 


JAMES TREDWELL Wou.sty, Secretary of the 71st 
Regiment, N. G. 8. N. Y., Veveran Association, died 
early Saturday morning of cones. at the Presby- 
terian Hospital in New York City. He was seventy- 
four years of age, was a son of the late Commodore 
M. T. Woolsey, & brother of the late Commodore M. 
B. Woolsey, and wasa member of the 7Lit Regiment 
for many years. He foughtin the campaigns o: 61 
and '62, and participated in the battle of Gettys- 
burg. He became a sergeant in tbe service, nd 
was ove of the organizers of the 71st Regiment Vet- 
erans’ Association. He was tendered an appoint- 
ment to West Point, but was compelled to decline, 
ae, upon the death of his father, his services were 
necessary tothe supportof his younger brothers 
asd sisters. He never became fully reconciled to 
this great disappointment, never married, and be- 
camea reviuse. His father, Commo. Melancthon 
Taylor Woolsey, was a distinguished officer in the 
war of 1812. His grandfather, Melancthon Lloyd 
Woolsey, was 8 major on Gen. George Clinton's staff 
during the revolutionary war. His great grand- 
father, Melancthon Taylor Woolsey, was a colonel 
in the French and Indian war, and died in the ser- 
vice. Ho was also descended from another distin- 
guished patriotic family, his grandmother being 
Alida Livingstor, daughter of the third Lord of 
Livingston Manor. Ex-President Theodore Dwight 
Woolsey of Yale College was a cousin. President 
Melancthon Woolsey Stryker of Hamilton College, 
the Rev. Melanctuon Lioyd Woolsey of Grace 
Chureb, Louisville, Kv , and Asst., Surg. F. Gretton 
Brathwaite of the Chicago are nephews. He was 
gentle and retiring, and died a very poor man, his 
most prominent characteristics being bis exactness 
in business, industry and integrity. Funeral ser- 
vices March 5 at the Chapel of the Presbyterian 
Horpital, the Rev. &. W. Brathwaite, brother-in- 
law of the deceased, officiating. R. L. Woolsey, of 
West Point, brother of the deceased, accompanied 
the remains to the interment at Forest Hill Ceme- 
tery, Utica, N. Y. 


GEL. ERALJUBAL ANDERSON EARLY, who died March 
2, 1894, at Lynchburg, Va., was perhaps as well, if not 
better known throughout the length and breadth 
of the United States than any other general officer 
of the Confederate Army except Gen. Robert HK. 
Lee. He was born in Franklin County, Va., Nov. 3, 
1816, was graduated from the Military Academy in 
1837,appoipted a lieutenant of Artillery,and assigned 
to duty at Fort Monroe, Va. He served inthe Florida 
war in 1837 38, resigned from the Army in Jaly 1838, 
and began the practice of lawin Virginia. He seryed 
in the legislature in 1841-42, and was commonwealth 
attorney in 1842 47, and again in 1848 52. During the 
Mexican War.be was mejor of a regiment of Vir- 
givia Volunteers, servivg from January 1847 till 
August 1848, was acting Governor of Monterey in 
May and June 1847, and after the disbanding of the 
Army returned to the piactice of law. When the 
War of the Kebeilion broke out he joined the Con- 
federate Army as colonel, and attained the rank of 
lieutenant general. His operations in the Valley of 
the Sbewandoah are matters of history. He was oo 
Sept. 19, 1864, defeatea by General Sheridan on the 
Opequan., again at Fisher’s Hill three days later. On 
Oct. 19, 1864, he surprised the national forces at Cedar 
Creek ip the absence of Gen. Sheridan; but the latter 
baving arrived in the afternoon, rallied his Army 
and gained a decisive victory, Gen. Early losing the 
greater part of bis artillery and traips. His total 
rout at Waynesboro, in March 1865, by Gen. Custer 
terminated his military services in tbe valley. 
After the close of the war he spent some time in 
Europe, and on bis return resumed the practice of 
law in Richmond. He eubsequeptiy took up bis 
residence in New Orleans, alternately with Lynch- 
burg, where, with Gen. Beauregard, he became 8 
manager of the Louisiana State lottery. The funeral 
took place March 5. A large number of distinguished

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FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


The most important piece of proposed legislation 
thus far introduced at the — session of OCon- 
gress is Mr. Outhwaite’s bill for the reorganization 
of the artillery aud infantry arms of the Service 
printed below. The billis in line with the recom- 
mendation of the Secretary of War in his last annual 
report, and it provides for the reduction of the 
number of infantry regiments to 20 with a 12 com- 
pany organization, and for the reorganization of 
the artillery into a corps of artillery and two regi- 
ments of mounted field artillery. Representative 
Outhwaite in speaking of the bill said, that in its 
preparation he had not been actuated by any feeling 
of hostility toward the infantry or any favoritism 
toward tbe artillery. He had never been in the 
Army and bad no special leaning toward any arm 
of the Service. He had in view only the good of the 
Army asa whole in drawing his bill, and he be- 
lieved its passage would be advantageous to the 
Army. Mr. Outhwaite said that the Army of the 
U. S. ought tobe distinctively an army for the 
defence of the country. It ought to be organized 
so as to be able to man the fortifications that are 
now being built to guard the harbors of the country, 
and the artillery ought to have men in it thoroughly 
competent by intelligence and training to handle 
the splendid coast defence guns and their compli- 
eated carriages with which the sea coast fortifica 
tions are to besupplied. As far as the infantry was 
concerned Mr. Outhwaite said his only object was to 
give it an efficient modern organization. It was 
useless to talk of giving the 12 company organiza- 
tion tothe present number of regiments. He had 
not fully determined yet, however, whether it would 
not be better to reduce the number of regiments to 
21 instead of 20 as provided in his bill. 

In the event of the reduction being made to 
twenty, as provided in the bill, however, he pointed 
out that the reductions made in the namber of offi 
cers would not retard promotion to any extent 
among the officers of that arm below the rank of 
major, There would be a decrease of five colonels 
and five lieutenant colonels, but there would be an 
increase of thirty five majors, so that there would 
be a chance for officers to reach the grade of major 
at an earlier age than at present. Below the grade 
of major there will be a reduction of ten officers in 
each grade. If the bill should be amended so as to 
provide for a decrease of but four regiments instead 
of five, the decrease iu the number of officers would 
be less. 

The Senate on ‘'hursday passed the bill making 
an appropriation of $100,000 for the enlargement of 
the military post of Fort Meade, 8. D. The bill al- 
lowing Major-General John ©. Robinson, retired, 

The two service appropriation bills are still in the 
hands of the committees. The Military bill will! be 
ready to report to the full committee on Tuesday of 
next week. As has already been stated in the 
JoURNAL, it will reduce appropriations at every pos- 
sible point, and will provide for some reductions of 
numbers in some of the staff corps of the Army. 
The medical corps will be cut the most, though to 
what extent has vot yet been definitely determined. 
The bill will provide that no more appointments 
shall be made to the corps until the number has 
been re‘Juced to the proposed figure. The signal 
corps will be reduced by providing that after the 
completion of the service of the present chief signal 
officer the head of the corps shall hold the rank of 
colone!. There will also be a reduction of two or 
three in the number of captains and lieutenants in 
this corps. The reduction will be brought about 
as in the medical corps by stopping appointments. 
Other staff corps may be reduced somewhat. 
These reductions will probably encounter consider- 
able opposition in the full committee, and it is pos- 
sible that before the bill is reported to the House 

he numbers may be restored to the , resent figures. 

The Naval bill could be reported to the House at 
almost any time, but there area number of other 
bills awaiting consideration, and Chairman Oum- 
mings is holding it back until he can be supplied 
with information from the department that he 
wishes to include in the report. The last item de- 
cided on in the bill was the appropriation for armor 
plates. The estimates of the department under 
this head amounted to $6,500,000, but it was at first 
believed by the committee that the amount might 
be cut down at least a million of dollars. The 
views of the department were asked on this subject, 
and it was found that as the armor plates were all 
contracted for and the contracts called fo: their de- 
livery upon certain dates under penalties for de- 
lay, it would be necessary for the department to 
have the entire sum at its command, so as to be 
able to make payments upon the deliveries called 
for by the contracts, The bill will, therefore, ap- 
propriate the full amount of $6,500,000. No pro- 
vision will be made for new ships, and if any are 
provided for at this session of Congress, they will 
have to be added by the Senate. 
the full pay of his rank was also passed. 

The House had under consideration on Tuesday 
the matter of the appointment of a uaval cadet for 
the Fifth South Carolina District. This is the case 
in which, through a misunderstanding between the 
Representative from the district, Mr. Strait, and 
the Secretary of the Navy, the Secretary appointed 


a boy named Brockway from Alabama to fill the 
vacancy from Mr. Strait’s district. The Committee 
on Naval Affairs called up a resolution that had 
been reported by them, authorizing the appoint- 
ment of another cadet for the Fifth South Carolina 
district and allowing Brockway to remain at the 
academy. There was considerable debate on tuis, 
but its adoption was prevented by an objection from 
Mr. Hopkins of Illinois. Later in the day Mr. 
Strait offered a resolution declaring the appoint- 
ment of Brockway void, and this was passed. As 
it was simply a House resolution, it will in no way 
affect the case. If it had been a joint resolution 
and had been agreed to by the Senate, it would have 
resulted in turning Brockway out of the Academy. 

As it is, it does not alter his status at all, and Mr. 
Strait is still without his cadet. 

The Senate on Wedne:day passed the House bill 
making an appropriation of $45,000 for the rescue 
of the armament and the wreck of the Kearsarge; 
also a joint resolution authorizing Major-General 
O. O. Howard to accept from the Government of 
the French Republic a diploma and decoration as 
commander of the Legion of Honor. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs has re- 
ported favorably the bill to restore Dunbar R. Ran- 
som, late captain of the 3d Artillery, as a cap 
tain on the retired list of the Army. A favorable 
report has also been made on the bill to appropriate 
$2,000 to pay judgments obtained by Andrew Oam- 
eron and John Smith on account of their arrest by 
Brig.-Gen. John R. Brooke, U. 8. A., in 1867. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs made a 
favorable report on the bill to allow Comdr. F. W. 
Dickins, of the Navy, to accept the decoration of 
the cross of naval merit of the third class from the 
King of Spain in recognition of his courtesies to 
the Duke of Veragua while he was the guest of the 
United States during the Columbian Exposition.

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THE KEARSARGE INQUIRY. 


Tue Kearsarge Court bas not been in session since 
Marecb 5, owing to the illness of Capt. J. N. Miller. 
The taking of testimony bas, however, been sub- 
stantially completed. At the session of March 2 
Executive Officer Forse and Cadet Borden corrobo- 
rated the testimony of Lieut. Hood that the sail bad 
been taken in. P. A. Surg. Thos. ©. Craig testified 
that he found the eyesight of the three lookouts ex- 
cellent and their hearing normal. They were then 
examined and their testimony showed that special 
instructions had been given the lookouts, and that, 
asa result,the men had been more than usually 
alert. 

Apprentice Lenehan was so much impressed by 
the obligation of his oath to tell the whole truth that 
he felt it incumbent upon him to acknowledge that 
he had left the receiving ship Vermont, where the 
crew of the Kearsarge is now quartered, without 
permission, and had spent Thursday night in the 
city. Admiral Gherardi said, smilingly: ‘Never 
mind that, my lad. You need not have told against 
yourself, but it was very honestof you to do so. 
You can go now.” 

Lieut. Forse in his testimony paid a high tribute 
to Lt. Hood, and said that had it not been for the 
exertions of that officer many lives would have been 
lost. Lt. Forse swore positively that the foresail 
was not set. 

Lts. Jobn E. Rolierand Gustavus C. Hanus testi- 
fied to the erratic nature of the currents off Ronca- 
dor. Comdr. Crowninshield testified that they were 
always upreliable,and that he had always found 
the work of Lt. Lyman, who served under bim as 
navigator, accurate and the instruments under his 
charge in excellent order. Lt. Comdr. Pillsbury, as 
the result of an exnerience of five years on the 
Coast Survey vessel Blake, testified that the currents 
entertbe Caribbean through the passages of the 
Windward Islands, change monthly, and depend 
greatly on the phases ofthe moon. He called at- 
tention to the fact that the pilot vhart issued by the 
Hydrographic Office forthe month of December 
showed a reversal of currents from those plotted in 
previous issues. The witness testified at leneth 
about Caribbean Sea currents and their vagaries, 
the gist of it all being that they are treacherous and 
uncertain to a degree. 

Lieut. Charles G. Bowman, who was appointed to 
work up from data furnished the exact course and 
positions of the Kearsarge throughout the forty

THE NORTH ATLANTIO SQUADRON, 


ORDERS will be issued by the Navy Department 
witbin a very few days vow directing the disinte- 
gration of the United States Squadron in Brazilian 
waters. There are many reasons why this action is 
imperatively demanded. In the first place there 
are but two effective vessels on the home station 
the Mtantonomoh and the V«suvius, neither of 
which can be used as the flagship of the North At- 
lantic Squadron. lt is probable, therefore, that two 
of our men. of-war at Rio wil) be directed to pro- 
ceed to New York, where they will be docked, their 
bottoms scraped and painted, and then be attached 
to the N. A. Squadrov. These vessels, it is under- 
stood, will be the New York and San Francisco. 
There are on board the vessels at Rio a number of 
cadets who will have to return to Annapolis and 
prepare for the examinations there in June. It is 
also urged that the ships cannot remain longer in 
Brazilian waters as tneir bottoms are foul and their 
epeed has been reduced thereby several knots. The 

hiladelphia, according to reports which the De- 
ete ay bas received, is in need of attention, her 

ottom betes covered by marine growth. It is the 
growing belief among officials of both the State and 
Navy Departments that there is now absolutely no 
peed of such a large fieet at Rio. The action of Rear 
Admiral Benham in protecting American com- 
merce has made both the government forces and the 
insurgents respect our flag, and they do not believe 
that any further outrages will be attempted on a 
United States vessel. The vessels which will prob- 
ably be left in that section are the Newark and the 
Charleston. The latter will probabiy be the flagship 
of the station. The Yantic will stay at Montevideo. 
Unless orders are sent to Rear Admiral Benham this 
week directing bim to come home he will remain as 
cow mander of the fleet until the date of bis retire- 
ment in April. 

Work on the Raleigh, which will be the first of 
the Government ships to be commissioned, is being 
pusbed by orders of Secretary Herbert. The triple- 
screw cruiser Columbia will go into commission on 
April 1, 80 that when Commo. Meade flies bis flag as 
the successor of Acting Rear Admiral Stanton as 
commander of the North Atlantic Squadron his 
fleet will comprise the New York San Francisco, 
Colnmbia, Atlanta, Marblehead, Montgomery, 
Miantonomoh and the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius. 


BERING SEA FLEET. 

State and Navy officials are also paying a great 
deal of attention to the patrol of Bering Sea. There 
bas been a hitch in completing the arrangements 
between the United States and Great Britain in 
regard to this matter. Naval officials had hoped 
that the patrol of the sea would commence on 
March land continue until November, but there 
wee anaes difficulty in getting the shipsin the waters 
p time. 

Orders were cabled to the commander of the Ben- 
nington at Pernambuco last Wednesday, directing 
him to proceed with all possible haste around the 
Horn and reach San Francisco by Mayl. The 
Adams ia directed to be at Sitka not later than May 
1. The Concord, at Yokohama, bas been ordered to 
reach Unalaska about the same time, and the York- 
town, which is now being scraped at the Mare 
Island Navy Yard, and the Mohican have been or- 
dered to reach Port Townsend by the last week in 
April. The revenue cutters Bear, Corwin and 
Rush and the Fish Commission vessels ure ready t> 
continue their good work in protecting the seals. 
lt is not believed that any of the Rio fleet will be 
ordered to Bering Sea, as if either the Charleston, 
Newark or Yantic is taken away from tnere they 
will probably be sent to Nicaragua, where the pres- 
ence of a man-of-war is urgently demanded.

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THE STATE TRUOPS 


Vist New Yerk—Col. Greene. 


THE rifle practices records of the regiment, just is 
sued, clearly demonstrate the great improvement 
of the command in this direction, the record being 
2 experte, 58 sbarpshooters and 489 marksmen out of 
492 officers and men practising, which is ahead of 
anything in its history. Col. Greene, under date of 
Feb. 27, says: ““Toese results are highly gratifying io 
view of the fact that the regiment had no facilities 
for armory practice, except such as were afforded 
during a short period by the courtesy of the 8th 
Regt. Itisexpected that the regiment will show, 
py etill greater improvement during the current 
year, itsappreciation of the facilities afforded by the 
msgnificent new armory, in which through the mu- 
nificence of the city of New York it will soon be es- 
tablished.” 

Tbe regiment hopes to be in its new armory by 
April 14 next, and the following week present the 
allegory of war and song, and givea grand recep- 
tion.

Cos. B, ¥, H and K beld a very successful battalior 
drill, under Lt. Col. Downs, Feb. 27. Line was well 
formed, and in exercising inthe manual the left 
bands were dropped in unison with but very few 
exceptions. Marching in column of fours, and in 
column of companier, at full distance, advancing in 
line of companies in column of fours, forming close 
column, fronts into line, and the changes ef direc- 
tion were very prowptly executed, and without any 
confusion. There was a trifling hesitancy at times 
onthe partof some companies in bringing up the 
pieces to theright shoulder, when ordered to marcb, 
apd in marecbing in double time several officers 
were observed withswords at a carry instead of car- 
rying same diagonally across toe breast. Lt. Col. 
Downs was careful to point out such errors as oc- 
curred, whicb, however, were few. [n the loadings 
and firings the officers at first did not exercise the 
proper control over their men, and were reminded 
promptly by the instructor of this failing, which 
wasrectified. Tbe firing thereafter was well done. 
In torming line the two left companies at first were 
crowded, which was caused by insufficient distance 
whenin column. The dress and intervals 0f men 
during the drill was well preserved. During the 
latter portion of the evening the battalio: was 
placed in command of Capt. Frank Keck. It was 
his first appearance as a battalion commander, and 
although in several instances tbe drilldid not run 
quite as smoothly as the preceding one, it wasa 
good drill. The captain apparently sougbt to make 
some lightning changes, and gave his commands a 
trifle more rapidly than the battalion was used to 
hearing. This innovation proved that some of the 
company Officers were not as wide awakeas they 
should be, and in executing several movements some 
commandants showed unnecessary hesitancy. The 
captain also gave several wrong commands and at 
one time the battalion wasin line of companies iu 
column of fours, andthe captain desiringto move 
the battalion some 15 ft. to the rear gave the com- 
mand “right backward march.”’ Of course, al 
lowance must be made that it was the first time the 
captainj}bad commanded a battalion,and although it 
was kept rapidly moving, officersand men enjoyed 
it, and Capt. Keck proved a capable commander and 
the battanon acquitted itself on the whole very 
creditably. The practice of giving captains a chance 
te bangle the battajion is an excellent one. A little 
more deliberation in giving commands, by new 
commandants, would, however, work advantage- 
ously, but the practice of moving men rapidly should 
not be everlooked, as there are times when this may 
be imperative.

WISCONSIN NATIONAL GUARD. 


THE 13:h annual convention of the National Guard Asso- 
ciation of Wisconsin, held in Milwaukee on Feb, 24, was one 
of the most largely attended in its bistory. Gen. J. B. Doe, 
Assistant Secretary of War, and formerly Adjutant Gen 
eral of Wisconsin, was present. Aside from the many offi. 
cers of the Wisconsin National Guard in attendance there 
were siso present: Brig.-Gen. W. B. Bend, St. Paul; Mejor 
Moses Harris, U.S. A.. retired, National Home; Caot. Pailip 
Reade, 3d U.S. Inf.; Capt. Marion P. Maus, Ist U. 8, Taf., 
aide-de camp on the Steff of Gen. Miles; Lieut. W. 8. Back, 
13°h U.8. Iof., Madison; Lieut. Russell Pettibone, of ths 
Ohio National Guard, and Capt. J. V. Denning, of 8t. Jonn's 
Academy, Delaticld. Tneconveution was opened by Capt 
Philip Reade, U. 8. A., reading a paper on “ Ealiatmen's,” 
He reviewed the history of enlistments since the Civil War 
and showed how the recruiting office had helped the ser 
vice. The day when soldiers are automatons withou: 
brains was gone, he said. The vast majority of men wh» 
apply were now rejected and it was only tne most fictei and 
best qualified who were accepted fortheservice. Lieur, 
W. L. Buck, of the 13th U.S. Iof,, read an iateresting yaper 
on the results of his annual inspection of the Wisconsin Na- 
tional Guard in 1893, which detailed the condition ot every 
organization in the State. Capt. Marry Eilis, of the lat W s, 
Light Battery, read a paper reviewing tae history of that 
organization. Brig. Gen. W. B. Bend, commander of the 
lat Brigade of tne Minnesota National Guard, was call>d on 
to give his ideas on brigade organization in the Nationai 
Guard. Major Moses Harris, U. 8. A., read a paper on 
“Tneory and Practice,” in which he said that after the 
rebellion the Army returned to the frontier, subdued the 
remnant of the Aborigiues and awoke one morning to fiad 
tbat it bad nothing todo. Toenthe Army took to books 
and was converted intu a vast educational bureau. With 
the books was introduced an era of jluxury. No more time 
is spent in drill than is necessary to comply with tne regu- 
lations (about ten hours a week). Tne target practice was 
iatroduced and a tew took this up asa diversion and have 
attainea perfection.’’ Major Harrissarcastically and humor- 
ously described the life of the officers and men in the 
United States Army to-day, showing that everything is 
aone for luxury and comfort and that as little real work as 
possible is done. He compared it with the work in the Ger- 
maou Army. He reviewed the extended order and said that 
it would be of little value and that the commands necessary 
woula oever be heard in battie. Capt. M. P. Maus, Ist U. 8. 
Iof., argued that the present system of target fliiag would 
be of little use ia battle and that the target practice ought to 
be made more practical so it could be used in actual service. 
lo the practice the targets are stationary and the men shoot 
trom fixed distances. Gen. D.e said it was a melancholy 
fact tnat no writer on turget practice had made any provis- 
ion for the enemy to stand still and allow the other fellows 
to shoot atthem. Capt. Thomas J. Kogers, of B:loit, said 
he believed the only practical position in warfare would be 
the proze position. Capt. Philip Reade said the conditions 

at Camp Douglas were such that the men never had an op. 
portuoity to measure the distance as there were 57 targets 
on the Camp Dougias Range and the men never knew at 
which target they were to shoot. This removed to a great 
extent tbe objection of Capt. Maus. Col. Parker said that ia 
his opinion the extended order would be of no use in bat- 
tle, ¥8 it would be upable to control the firing line. Lieuc.- 
Col. Seaman corroborated Col. Parker and said that 1a tir- 
log at che silnouettes at Camp Dougias last summer it was 
found impossible to control tne tiriag line whea it got near 
to the fizures. This, too, inspite of the fact that the line was 
ce 7m posed of the picked men of the regiment. Capt. T. W 
E vans, asst. surg., lst Regt., W. N. G., read a paper on the
